I have been employed by The Procter & Gamble Company from June 1999 to the present. I 
was not included in the above-identified invention due to error. 

The invention described and claimed in U.S. Pat. No. 6,394,299, filed on January 11, 2000, 
was developed in part by Matthew Todd Hupp and in part by Michael Sean Farrell, both of whom 
collaborated during the conception of the invention disclosed and claimed in the above-identified 
patent. 

At the time Matthew Todd Hupp executed the above-identified application, he believed that 
all of the inventors were included in the executed papers, without deceptive intent.
